Chairwoman Mrs. Vivian Schmidt and Gentlemen: 

On December 27, 1979, bids were received by the Board Of Works on Street 
Improvement Resolution No. 5858-79 to demolish the structures and clear 
the site of the Volunteers Of America building at 1001 Wells Street. 
Martin, Inc. was the low bidder in the amount of $21,500 and was awarded 
this contract on January 14, 1980. 

The Board Of Works respectfully requests prior approval, which will allow 
the contractor to install storm sewer facilities through the original 
Volunteers Of America property. The contractor, Moellering Construction 
Company, has progressed at storm sewer work to the Volunteers Of America 
property and it is now most urgent this building be removed to not cause 
a delay in the Fairfield - Ewing - Wells Bridge project. In addition to 
the present Fairfield - Ewing - Wells Bridge sewer work, barricades were 
constructed along Wells Street commencing at Cass Street north to High 
Street, and again, it is very urgent to continue to fulfill the work in 
this area to eliminate the barricades as quickly as possible for the 
benefit of the Wells Street merchants, who have already voiced an appeal 
to expedite the work in this area. Martin, Inc. is well aware of the 
urgency in removing this building and is prepared to start immediately. 

Special Ordinance for formal approval will be submitted in the very near 
future.

.ties upon its bond for the faithful performance thereof, nor shall the acceptance be even prima facie 
dence of the performance of any provisions of such contract except to the extent of entitling said 
contractor to receive the price therefor. It is further understood that the failure of the City to exercise 
its right of inspection or rejection of material and work, or the exercise of such right shall not in any 
sense be considered an acceptance of any part ol said work or material. 

The Contractor further contracts and»agrees that in the prosecution of said work all proper 
skill and care will be exercised, that said party will properly and fully guard all excavations and 
dangerous places, and will use all due and proper precautions to prevent injury to any property, person 
and persons, what or whomsoever. That for and during the period of the making of such improvement, 
and the period for which the same is to be maintained and kept in repair by the Contractor, the City 
shall be saved harmless from any and all liability whatsoever growing out of any injury or damage to 
property or persons because of any neglect or fault of the said Contractor, its agents or employees, in 
the execution of this contract or any matter connected therewith or related thereto and to pay any 
judgment with costs which may be obtained against said City, growing out of any such injury or damage.

"Sec. 15-13 Same'-’ Under Municipal Contract. 

' 15-13-1 Definitions . .As used in this Section, the following words -have these 
meanings; • • 

a. The terms "Discriminates,“ "discriminating," "discriminatory" mean and 
include; 

■ (l) to'promote segregation or’separation in any manner, to treat any 

person differently, or to exclude fyom or fail or refuse to extend 
.’ ; to any person equal opportunities with respect to hiring, teruuno- 
■■ tion, compensation, or other terms, ‘conditions or privileges cf 

employment, because of the race, reiigion, sex, color, naticr.nl 
• origin or handicap of any such person; 

(2) also, to fail to make reasonable accommodation to. the known physical 
or mental limitations of an otherwise qualified handicapped employee; 

(3) also, to fail to make reasonable accommodation to the religious 
■ ■ observance .or practice of any employee or prospective employee 

unless the employer can demonstrate that'the accommodation would 
impose an undue hardship on the conduct of the employer's business;

c. The term ’'obstruct” means and includes the actions or any person know-mg^y 
obstructing the fair and lawful enforcement of this Article Ox tuis 
Chapter by coercing or intimidating any complainant or prospective complain¬ 
ant, or any witness to any act of discrimination as defined herein, after 
such person has received actual notice of a discrimination charge or has 
been served notice of a complaint filed. 

d. The term "retaliate" means and includes the actions of any person in 
discriminating against any other person with regard to, or denying any 
other person access to or opportunities in employment, because any suen 
other person has opposed any practice made unlawful by this Article 
this Chapter, or because such other person has made a charge, bestirred, 
assisted or participated in any manner in an investigation, p*.oceeuxng, 
or hearing under this Article of this Chapter. 

15-13-2 Mandatory Covenants! Every contract for or on behalf of^the^City of 
Port Wayne for the construction, alteration or repair of any public building 
or public work or the performance of any other work or service shall contain 
provisions by which the contractor agrees, as follows:

That in the performance of work under such contract ‘or any subcontract 
thereunder, the contractor, subcontractor, nor any person acuing on _ 
behalf of such contractor or subcontractor, will not discriminate against 
any person who is qualified and available to perform the worn to whicn 
the employment relates. 


That such contractor, subcontractor, nor any person acting on behalf^of 
such contractor or subcontractor will not obstruct the enrorcem^u ox 
this Article of t>his Chapter. 


That such contractor, subcontractor, nor any person acting on behalf of 
such contractor or subcontractor will not retaliate against any p.u„.>oa.

15-13 -3 Enforcement . Enforcement of this Article of this Chapter* shall he 
through order of the Board of Public Works, in the following manner: 

a. Whenever any member of the Board of Public Works, or whenever the 
Affirmative Action Officer who is assigned to help watch over public 
contracts has reason to believe that any of the provisions hereof have 
been violated, the matter may be referred to the Metropolitan Human 
Relations Commission for investigation and initiation of discrimination 
charges against the contractor or subcontractor. Cases over which the 
Commission has no jurisdiction shall be investigated by said Affirmative 
Action Officer. . 

b. A final order of the Metropolitan Human Relations Commission shall be 
forwarded to the Board of Public Works, which may invoice one e£ the 
remedies set forth in Sub Section 15-13-4 hereof. If it is a matter over 
which the Metropolitan Human Relations Commission has no jurisdiction, 
the Board of Public Works shall conduct a hearing to determine whether 
there has been a breach of this Article of this Chapter. In so doing, 
the Board may call upon the Commission for consultation. 

15-13-4 Remedie s. Upon finding that a contractor or sub-contractor or any 
person acting on behalf of such contractor or subcontractor has violated a 
provision or provisions of this Article of this Chapter, whether discrimi¬ 
nating, obstructing, retaliating, or otherwise, the Board of Works may; 

a. Deduct from the amount payable to the contractor by the City of Port 
Wayne under such contract a penalty of no less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
per day, per violation, nor more.than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) 
per day, per violation. Each day on which a continuing violation exists, 
shall be deemed a separate offense; or, 

b. The Board of Works may cancel or terminate the contract, and all money 
due or to become due thereunder may be forfeited, for a second or any 
subsequent violation of this article of this Chapter. 

SECTION 2. That Chapter 15, Article III, of the Code of the City‘of Port 
Wayne, Indiana of 1974 is further amened by adding thereto a new section 
25-13A, which shall be and read as follows, to wit: 

•’Sec. 15-13A. A verbatim copy of Sec. 15-13 may be attached as an exhibit 
to and incorporated in and made a part of any contract made by or on 
behalf of the City of Port Wayne, Indiana for any public work; which 
shall constitute compliance-with Sec.' .15-13-2.”
